Flier Vindicated 


Hess Admits Feigning Amnesia for 


Tactical Reasons; Now Wants to Be 


Tried With Comrades at Nuernberg 


Washington. Nov. 30- (AP) — 


Rep. Mason (R-I11) declared today 
that Charles A. Lindbergh "is the 
Billy Mitchell of this war" and de- 
manded restoration of the Army 
Air 
Force Reserve 
commission 


Lindbergh resigned after a dis- 
pute with President Roosevelt in 
1941. 


Mason asserted that Lindbergh 


"shot down several enemy planes" 
while making test flights as a 
civilian expert in the 
Southwest 


Pacific and should be awarded the 
Distinguished 
Service Medal for 


his work in that theater. 


"Lindbergh 
is exactly in -the 


same status as the late General 
Billy Mitchell, who was dead 20 
years before the wrong that was 
done to him was corrected," Ma- 
son told a reporter. 


"I am hopeful that this will be 


rectified without legislation and 
that is why I am calling it to the 
attention of the public and con- 
gress at this time. 


"However, 
if 
something isn't 


done voluntarily I propose to in- 
troduce legislation to clear Colonel 
Lindbergh and restore nig com- 
mission." 


May Wait a Month 


Mason added he would wait 


"probably until January" before 
taking any action. 


The Army Air Forces had no 


comment. 


Lindbergh, a colonel, gave up his 


commission in April. 1941, during 
a clash with the administration 
over foreign policy. 


At a White House news con- 


ference Roosevelt rebuked the flier 
for a series of speeches he made, 
and the resignation followed. 


Mason earlier this week said in 


a 
Congressional 
Record 
state- 


ment: 


."Ford took Lindbergh on in 


spite of White House opposition 
and Lindbergh went to the South- 
west Pacific to test war planes un- 
der actual combat conditions. 


Cites Mitchell Record 


"In demonstration test flights 


—as a technical civilian advisor 
to our- figiitttfg- forces—he ,^-tually 
ahrit down several enemy' planes, 
call of course off the record be- 
cause he was a civilian and non- 
combatant." 


Although 43 years old. Mason 


said. "Lindbergh risked his life 
time after time in order to demon- 
strate to our Army pilots what 
could be done with our fighter 
planes and with our bombers." 


In comparing 
Lindbergh 
with 


Mitchell, 
Mason 
noted 
that 


Mitchell was courtmartialed and 
found guilty of insubordination for 
saying the administration of mili- 
tary aviation 
was 
incompetent. 


Mitchell resigned from the service. 
Nearly two decades later congress 
formally cleared him and bestowed 
s, posthumous 
promotion 
from 


colonel to brigadier general.

regulation of profits was accom- 
plished indirectly by taxation and 
of prices by special war-time laws. 
Here, a small group of irrespons- 
iblcs demand that power by which 
it could destroy the automobile 
industry or "socialize" it and, be- 
cause the management refuses to 
negotiate the question,

conversion, including- housing and 
re-employment generally.

Afford Housewives 


More Leisure Time 


The impression that milady has 


after she has seen the appliance 
show at the Loveland Community 
House this \veek is that in her 
kitchen of the future her biggest 
job will be plugging in her many 
gadgets and trying to find some- 
thing to do with her leisure time. 
There are not so many revolution- 
ary ideas displayed there but so 
many of the things that have been 
only pictures in 
advertisements 


during the war are now realities. 


Mrs. Housewife can wake up in 


the morning to the sound of her 
electric alarm clock 
and 
reach 


sleepily out of bed to turn on the 
automatic coffee maker. Of course, 
she has put the coffee and water 
in the night before but the timing 
for the cooking is all automatic. 
Two slices of bread which she puts 
in her toaster "pop" up at exactly 
the right color. 


She finds that there are a num- 


ber of dirty things' in the laundry 
but it's not wash day as yet—so 
she merely puts what there are in 
her new washing machine, sets a 
knob saying "hot." puts a little 
soap in a little cup in the top of 
her machine and then sets the tim- 
er for so many minutes. This obe- 
dient servant of a washing ma- 
chine washes those clothes so long, 
rinses them so many times and for 
so long, and then dries them the 
required amount of time and then 
shuts itself off! If any buttons 
or money falls from the clothes it 
is caught in a little box. 


Milady now is thinking about 


lunch—a waffle iron divides her 
oven into two parts so she can 
save electricity if she only wants 
to use part of it. 
Colored lights 


over each switch show her at a 
glance just how far each burner 
is turned on. There is a hotter unit 
in the deep well cooker now so she 
can do some deep fat frying there. 
The cake she put in the oven will 
be done in 35 minutes so she sets 
the clock for that time and for- 
gets all about it until the little 
alarm rings telling her the time 
is up. 


She broils her meat at the table 


in a nice looking table broiler. The 
meat has come from her deep 
freeze unit which holds three or 
four hundred pounds of vegetables, 
fruits, meats and other prepared 
foods.

Rear Adm. Forrest Sherman, 


who was deputy Chief of Staff to 
Fleet Admiral Chester W. Ninutz. 
listed the events in his prepared 
testimony as: 


(1) "The establishment within 


the war department structure os 
the 20th Air Force to be based in 
the Marianas for attacks on Ja- 
pan, both of which were within 
the Pacific ocean areas, but with 
its commander located in the Pen- 
tagon Building 8,600 miles away. 


(2) "The directive issued by the j ;;;;v 
joint Chiefs of Staff at the in- i July 
stance of the Chief of Staff of the 
Army, which transferred 
to the 


control of General of the Army 
MacArthur all the Army resources, 
except air in the Pacific ocean 
areas." 


"Disillusioned Officers" 


Sherman, testifying against pro- 


posals to merge the services, said 
"these two events disrupted uni- 
fied command in the Pacific and 
disillusioned naval officers 
who 


had given support to the theories 
of a single department." 


He declared that "further war 


experience and more detailed in- 
formation as to the implications 
of the merger plans of the Army 
have further convinced me that to 
merge the War and 
Navy 
de- 


pannentg would be a mistake." 


He drew a distinction between 


operational 
and 
administrative 


commands. 
Unification of oper- 


ational command in each theater 
was conductive to the most ef- 
fective conduct of var, he said,

years in a project connected with 
the war effort.
